Mr Beaufay faid, it was neceffary that he fhoyld 
apologize to the Houfe for prefling a qneftion whigh 
hos heen hofation which had been’ made, by a nume- 
rous and refpectable body of men, the Dilfenters of 
England, to renew his application to Patliament to 
redrefs their grievances. It was unneceflary for him 
to adduce iaitances of the Legitlature, atter repeated 
and ineffectual efforts to carry a particular motion, at 
length acceding to it. , 

‘Lhe principle was a juft one, and he hoped in the 
prefent in{tance it would besfuccefsful ; for he relied 
on the merits of the café, and had no doubt but the 
better it was uader{tood, the more certainty there was 
of its being carried. The conduct of other nations 
in this enlightened period of general toleration 
would, he hoped, be an example worthy the imita. 
tion of a great and liberal people. There might be 
he faid, in the great and refpeGable body of Diffen. 
ters, fome few intemperate individuals ; but it would 
be cruch and unjuft to hold this ont as a fit finstion 
for panifhing a numerous and loyal body of men.— 
‘The Houfe thould look to the general charaéer of 
men, and when it did, there was no doubt but their: 
requelt w ald be complied with; for he, from his 
knowledge, could affert, that there were no men had 
a higher refpect for the Confticution, or more loyal to 
their Sovereign, 

They only afked for the rights of citizens; their 
Bricvance was of a civil, not a religious nature.— 
They did not complain of religious rettrictions, they 
only complained of a civil oppreflion, and aiked for 
a reftoration of their natural rights. The exclafion 
from all military employments, and all offices under 
government, he lamented as an illiberal. feveriry — 
The Corporation and Teft A&s.were a difhonour to 
the country ; what would a Catholic Prince fay, if he 
vifited this country ? Would he not atk if the Diffen- 
ters were flaves, and difaffected to the {tate? In the 

firft. mitance, he perhaps would be anfwered in the 
affirmative ; but he would alfo be told, that among 
the many millions of his Majefty’s fubje@s, there was 

: om ¢ e for their loyalty, in- 
tegrity, and civil obedience. The Corporation and 
Telt Acts precluded them from enjoying the benefits 
of free citizens ; for, if they accepted an employment 
without qualifying themfzlves by a facramental pro- 
ceo ave, Which was incoofiltent with their tenets, and 
of courte iatolerant to infit on, they would de liable 
according to law, to a penalty of scol. This fam 
Went fo the informer, and any man might inform who 
pleafed—it rendered him incapable of fueing for any 
debts which might be owed to him; and he was left 
to rot and perith in jail, if he had not a fam adequate

He denied that the Teflt AM could be of any fer- 
vice; it dilunited the bonds of fociety, and preclude 
a fec of men particularly deferving the attenuon of go- 
vernment, from receiving its favours. He knew thetr 
humility ; and Bifhops and Bithoprics would remain 
fecure, though Diffenters were tolerated ; for arnong 


for church preferment wes not one of their crimes; 
for it was well known the Diflemters withed to keep 
their paitors in a {tate of pecuniary dependances In 
the rebellion of 1745, the Diflenters, confcious of the 
dangers which threatened their country, and infpired 
with the principles of loyalty, which are fo enerally 
attached to their charaéter, marched to the field; and 
while they recurned after fubduingahe enemy, they 
were obliged,to folicit a part of that mercy which was 
extended to the rebels. The Saree injuflice of the 
act, he tru‘ted, was too univerfaily acknowledged for 
the moft depraved reformer. ; 

They canwet accept of a military employment— 
nor of the office of Director of the Bank—nor the 
meanelt oifice under government, without qualifying 
for and taking the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper. 
This was a {hocking contamination, fr it was mak- 
ing the Sacrament the inftrrment to © gage beer bar- 
rels, and meafure foap vats!” Mr Bewtoy then read 
extracts from the Corporation and TeltActs patted in 
the reign'of Charles 11. which mentiortd the qualifi- 
cations. and exclufions, refpefing fuca Diflenters as 
accepted places under government, ind which a- 
mouated to what he had mentioned in -his fpeech— 
He then moved, “ That a Committee be appointed 
to confider of fuch parts of thefe adis, as prevent per- 
fons froni accepting any office, civil or military, with- 
out taking the oaths and the facraments preferibed 
therein.” 

Sir Henry Hougbion {poke a few words in a low 
tone, and feconded the motion of Mr Beaufoy. 

Lord Norts faid, when a queftion was again intro- 
duced which had fo much employed the converfation 
of the people, as well as attraéted the notice of Par- 
liament—a queftion which had been the fubjeé of fo 
much debate, and on which he had before troubled 
the Houfe; he could offer no apology for obtruding 
again on their patience, but that his filence might ar- 
gue a conviction on his part, and imply an aflent to 
a motion, which he had pledged himfelf to oppofe 
whenever it fhould be brought forward. ‘Fhe fame 
arguments which had been uied laft year were again 
repeated ; and he had the. fame arguments which he 
at that period effered, and which he deemed irrefilii- 
ble, to oppofe them. He could now in the clofe of 
life, rather'a long one, look upon thofe laws whofe 
wifdom he was taught to revere, and which the more 
he examined the more he muft venerate, nor change 
thofe opinions, though they had been fo zealoully 
reprobated by the Honourable Gentlemen who had 
made the motion. He ever looked spon them, and 
ever would, as the bulwark that fupports the efta- 
blithed Cirarch. He confidered them as the bul- 
wark that faftains the conftitution, and cautioned 
the Honfe to beware of\any infringement on them.— 
While he profeffed an attachment to the laws, he en- 
treated the Houfe not to fuppofe that he meant to calt 
the leaft reflection on the refpectable body of men, 
tothe doctrine of whofe tenets they were not conge- 
nial.—_——He difclaimed being prejudiced again{t them 
for confcientioufly rejeting what they might deem 
harth and oppreflive. He did not mean to take from 
their moral character, or to derogate from -thofe fer- 
vices which theymight have done the State. Still he de- 
clared, while he could boaft of health, and a vigour 
and rentt cvery chore to change thele laws. It-has 
been afked if the Diffenters deferved this puaifament! 













matter of what religion, who has occafioa to qualify { 
for an ollice. 

He thought that it was reafonable and proper to 
exclude thofe from the benefits of an office, who re- 
fafed taking the Telt; for as the belt was calculated 
only to attach them to the Government, they were 
unworthy of holding any office under that Govern- 
meat, if they rejected it. The Hon, Gentle man, con- 
tinued his Lordihip, fays it is debafing religion to in- 
troduce it for a civil purpofe. He afked, what buta 
Religious Teft could he devife to anfwer the purpote 
intended by adopting it? It was a folemin appeal to 
the Governor of the World; it was neceilary for 
the promotion of good order ; it was aa awful and 
religious pledge, to promote civil purpofes ;—and, 
he was forry to fay, according to the conitraction, 
that the Diflenters were athamed or afraid of execu- 
ting it. No opprefion could have arifen from this 
law, which impofed this oath, becaufe it could be a- 
voided; and, as it operated for the good of the 
State, it ought neither to be treated with contempt, 
nor ufed wich levity. Many men had crept into cor- 
porations, it had been ftated, by evading the law.— 
But, though this might be the cafe, fubftantially 
{peaking, it had its effect, However, the confeflion 
of their having abufed the law, fhould be an argu- 
ment to prevent them from ailing or hoping for its 
repeal. The fituation of the eftablithed Church (the 
ciiterion by which the world would meafure the flou- 
rithing {tate of the Conititution) would, if the Houte 
went into a Committee, be entirely changed, and, 
in their ideas, the whole fyitem of Government with 
it. At the time James II. attempted to fubvert the 
Conftitation, he found the Teét Act the greateft 
ftumbling-block in the way of his meafures. If the 
Hon. Gentlemen prefent would look back, they would 
{ee the progreflive {tate of the Church in improve- 
ment, as well as the Conftitution, bear a due propor- 
tion ; in a free country, there is fomething congeni- 
al betweeh both, and when you affect the interefis 
of one, you mult certainly injure thofe of the other. 
In the days of the iziquitous Laud, the Church was a 
{abject of reprehenfion ; at prefent, it is at the height 
of its glory, and the Houfe thould be cautious how it 
meddled. She was not now in that inglorious {tate, 
when that deteftable prelate reigned triumphant.— 
At the period of the Revolution, the became totally 
renovated, and by being new purged of her ble- 
mifhes, fhe has: to loyalty added the love of li- 
berty ! = sh 

Sir Fames Fobnflone made a few obfervations. 

Mr ‘Svaith quarrelled with the Telt Act becaufe of 
its partial inadequacy. The affertion that the Noble 
Lord had made ufe .of, he did not think founded in 
ju‘t principles. He had affirmed, that an oath, and 
the Sacramental ‘eft, were the fame—He was mi- 
{taken ; an oath was not ufed in religious worhhip ; 
the Sacramental Teft was. He was neither convinced 
of the connection which ought to fubfift between the 
Church and the State. This convittion did not arife 
{> much from any fuggeftion of his owa, but from 
the opinion of an eminent man, of Archdeacon Bar- 
clay, who afferts,—* that to make the Church an 
engine, of an ‘afly of the State, would be, and has 
been, produtiive of bad confequences.”—That the 
doSrines of the Church were in no danger, he 
tiought an evident truth. A Noble Lord had af- 
ferted that they were.—Why? becaufe, he fays, a 
few Difzotcrs fhail by the repeat of the Teft AG, 
have accefs to places of emolument and of power.— 
He adverted to what Lord North had faid, and called 


circumftances were different, it ought to fubfift— 
The principal ubjeciion to this att is its inadequacy 
to the correctiag of the grievances of wiich it pre. 
tends to complain. ‘The Noble Lord had dwelt a - 
coniiderable time on the operations of confcience, and 
that in the exercife of worthip the Diflenters were 
left entirely to its directions. The words were never 
more ludicroutly applicable. Why does the Church. 
of England affume all the religious authority and pp- 
vernment of the empire? It is only a part of the re. 
ligion of the kingdom. A half aud not a complete 
kale of the eftablifhed religion. The Church has 
the fupremacy in England, and the Kirk fimilar ay. 
thority in Scotland. If therefore awe were right, it 
was a prefumption that féey were wrong, and, accor. 
ding to that principle, excluded from the enjoyment 
of offices in their own country. Hence arcfe an ah. 
furdity aad danger. Hence the exctlution of all thefe 
gallant men who had ftood forward in battle againg 
the enemies of this country, and whofe well-earned 
laurels had added to the renown of Britith glory} 
Hence the exclufion of thofe men, whofe profound 
legal knowledge and powers of eloquence had not 
been excelled in any age, or in any country! Mr 
Fox then faid, from every contideration which cag 
be formed, the members of the Kirk of Scotland de. 
ferve as much freedom and diftin@ion as thofe of the 
Church of England. They are both fubjects of the 
fame King, both protectors of the fame conititution! 
‘To renounce the privileges of either would be ab. 
furd, to prefer either, inglorious! If the Houfe of 
Commons agree that a ‘Telt-act is right, they mutt 
admit that this is areng /—If A. B. applies to a cler- 
gyman, and he refufes to admin.fter the facramen 
A. B. may, if he pleafe, commence an action againtt 
the clergyman ; but the clergyman has recourfe to ag 
old expedient, which has been frequently adopted, 
He afhirms, before a magiftrate, that A. B. has led a 
wicked and reproachable life, confequently not enti- 
tled to the adminiitration of the facrament. Thus 
A. B. may be expofed to fuffer, from the caprice of 
the moment, by his fubordination to a nual niagi- 
{trate, not authorifed by the laws of the land. Be. 
fides, whatever the clergyman chufes to perform is 
fanctioned by the perpetual fufpention, by the law of* 
indemnity. He wilhed to Gop, that the Houfe 
would order the fuu/penfion of both absurdities, for e 
ver. Iam therefore of opinion. that we fhould go 
into the committee propofed. Here again I differ from 
the Noble Lord ;—for, fays his Lordthip, if we we 
to refilt,—to alter,—to amend, we muft not go into 
the Committee,—we mult not examine the propriass 





of the objections. Mr Fox then mentioned the fate 
of a bill introduced for fubfcribing articles towards 
the relief of the Diffenters. After it had pafied the 
Cominons, it was twice rejected by the Lords. Up- 
on athird-effort, the expedient was fuccefsful, and 
the Church received no injury whatever. The mo- 
deration and mildnefs fo happily expounded by the 
Noble Lord, was in this inftance likely to be wonder- 
fully exemplified! Tempora mutantur! "The Church 
of England, at prefent, in the plenitude of her pow- 
er, in the zenith of her glory, cannot furely counte- 
nance the fpirit of perfecution adopted by the fevere 
and uncharitable difciplinarians of antiquity! —Hie+ 
rarchy is eftablifhed in the fouth, and the Kirk of 
Scotland in the north! ‘The laws are flill in force, 
atid operate equally againft the King or chief mage 
{trate, as again{t any other member of the contftit- 
tion. Why be apprehenfive of danger? Where is 
che caufe of alarm, when the executive government

the various fects of Proteftant Diflenters rendered it 
abfolutely neceflary.

Iam convinced, that the frequeat yee 
petition of oaths tends to the diminution of that re- 
verence, that awe, that folemnicy which they are im 
tended to inculcate; and the mifapplication of reliv 
gion tends to the deflruction of that iyilem whieh it 
is meant to fupport! In glancing at the days of 
Charles II. the Noble Lord takes the amiable fide of 
the queflion. Mr Fox profefled himdelf not fo partie 
cularly attached to the old cultoms that he would ad- 
mit of no amendment. In fuch a canfe, the breach 
is more commendable than the obfervance. Itrat 
and hope, faid Mr Fox, we fhall fhow, this day, that 
we are actuated by moiives of juftice, and grant a 
participation of power to thofe men who pollefs no 
quality detrimental to the conftitution of the country. 
When the Telt Act was originally adopted, the Dif 
featers acted wrong at that ime. They confented ta 
renounce their natural mghts, rather than cidanger 
the conftitution. ‘They certainly, however, cxpea> | 
ed that the generofity of their fellow-fabjects would 
applaud the action, and re/tore to them their privile- 
ges the very firft opportunity. With regird to the 
toleration, which is {aid to have exifted in the days 
of Charles I. and UJ. and of James II. he was rather 
woubtful. As to the toleration of William and Queen 
Anne, it was fomewhat fimilar. Thefe, however, } 
afforded this example, that the amen who are atraid 
of themfelves approximate to the moft dangerous 
{tate of perfecution! As he had already o'vferved, If 
a Teft A&t were neceffary, this was perfectly inade- 
quate. Any perfon with a large confcience might 
take the facrament confermably to the Church of 
England, and yet contemn in his heart the Hierarchy.

The ftatutes upon which Mr Beaufoy founded 
his motion on Friday lat, were, 13th Charles II. 
2d Charles I. and 25th Charles IT. 

The motion was verbatim as follows ¢ 

“ That this Houfe do immediately refolve itfelf 
into a Committee of the whole Houfe, to confider 
fomuch of the faid acts as require perfons, before 
they are admitted into any office, civil or military, 
or any tru.t under the Crown, to receive the Sacra- 
sent of the Lord’s Supper, according to the rites 
of tre Church of England.” 

Lord Malm(bury’s conduét has been fo much to 
the fiutisfucttion of thofe with whom he was con- 
cerned on the Continent, that his return to the 
Hague remains at his own choice, in fpite of the 
arts that have been ufed to ruin this independent 
Nobleman in the opinion of his Sovereign. 

It is a curious circumftance, and has occafioned 
fpeculation, that none of the commiflions, even 
thofe gazetted a month ago, have yet been delivered 
to the officers ! ‘They are faid to be not yet figned 
by his Majetty. 

By the lait accounts from Vienna, the Emperor’s 
health is far from being confirmed. 

The preparations for war go on with great vi- 
four, and a body of 60,000 men are ordered to 
join the forces of Ruflia again{t the Turks. 

The firft attack is to be made agzintt Bender.— 
The Turks are directed by French engineers, and a 
formidable refiftance is expected. 

The Hofpodar of Wallachia has deferted from 
the Porte, and put himfelf under the proteion of 
the Ruffians. He arrived, on the 26th of March, 
at Jaifay ; his friends at Conitantinople having gi- 
ven him notice, that it was the only ftep he could 
take to prevent the difplay of his head on the gates 
of the Seraglio. 

Comte Potocki is alfo faid to have deferted with 
8oco of the Polith troops, tothe Raffians. It is 
expected that his example will be followed by the 
grtateft part of the Ukraine. 

A body of 150 Venetians, pofted near the fort- 
re(s of Sixa, were attacked in the month of March, 
by a corps of Turks, and cut to pieces toa man. 

This, if avowed by the Government, will probably 
add that Republic tothe enemies of the Porte. 

The French papers have endeavoured in their 
Jate accounts, to Jeifen the number of the mob kill- 
ed in the dreadful riot laft week—but let us only
